What CROP Means And Does 


Fearing that most of our farmers do not quite under- 
stand what the Christian Rural Overseas Program (CROP) 
really means, this explanation may help. It is an organization 
designed to collect from farmers, not cash, but commodities 
or food from their fields, their graneries, their orchards, 
chiefly for the children in orphanages, for people in Homes 
for the Aged, for hospitals and schools in Europe. 

It is an organization to which Protestants and Catholics 
and farmers belonging to no church, contribute so that 
things may be sent overseas in bulk units, which evidently, 
is cheaper than for each to send his own contribution. In 
fact, the U. S. Government pays the boat freight. 

Farmers may designate whether they want their com- 
modity gifts to go to Catholics, as the Lutherans may desig- 
nate theirs for Lutherans and people who belong to neither 
of these churches may designate it for the “Church World 
Service,” or they can divide it between Catholics and Protest- 
ants. If there is no designation, their commodities are divided 
among the three groups. \

NCCW Convention’ 


Told Soviets 
Glorify Force 


‘Peace In Our Days’ 
Theme Of 25th Meet; 
Archbp. Lucey Keynoter 


Cleveland—(NC)—Women from 
throughout the United States 
gathered here for the silver jubilee 
convention of the National Council 
of Catholic Women on the theme of 
“Peace in Our Days” heard their 
keynote speaker describe the utter 
impracticality of a conference with 
Russian statesmen to end the cold 
war. 

Archbishop Robert E. Lucey of 
San Antonio, speaking at the first 
general public meeting October 15, 
declared that “the overall strategy 
of the Soviet Government is world 
conquest and you can’t confer about 
that.” He called for America to 
remain strong, noting that “the 
only language that the Soviets 
understand is force.” 

More than 6,300 organizations 
affiliated with the NCCW are re- 
presented at the convention, which 
formally opened when _ Bishop 
Edward F. Hoban of Cleveland 
celebrated a Solemn Pontifical Mass 
in the Cathedral of St. John the 
Evangelist. 

At sessions Monday on_ the 
theme of “Peace to Families” the 
women heard speakers discuss 
aspects of family life. These prac- 
tical suggestions were expressed: 

1. A report card for parents to 
fill in, covering the child’s behavior 
away from school was described by 
Mrs. Catherine Bulger of Pitts- 
burgh, National Secretary of the 
Archconfraternity of Christian 
Mothers.

In his keynote address last night 
on “Principles for- Peace” Arch- 
bishop Lucey, who is Episcopal 
Chairman of the Lay Organizations 
Department, National Catholic

“the picture of race relations in 
our country could be brighter.” 


“Men of color in India, Africa 
and Asia don’t like the crimes 
which we commit against racial 
minorities in America and that is 
bad for peace, Our moral leader- 
ship seems weak and ragged when 
we are guilty of every crime from 
murder to restrictive covenants. 
The stupid and unchristian idea of 
a master race, which we call white 
supremacy, is on its way out and 
it ean’t go too soon.” 

Turning to the world situation, 
Archbishop Lucey said that one 
day nations will learn to sacrifice a 
measure of their sovereignity “to 
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build a successful family of nations 
with a world court and compulsory 
arbitration.” However, in discuss- 
ing Russia and the cold war he had 
this to say: 


_ “In the present unsettled state of 
international affairs it is quite ob- 
vious that America must remain 
strong. Russia is determined to 
conquer the world; we are deter- 
mined that she shall not do so. 


“It has been suggested that 
statesmen confer with Reniien 
statesmen to resolve our differences 
and end the cold war. But we have 
been conferring for five years and 
no peace treaty has been written 
no enslaved country has been freed. 
no approach to peace has been 
accomplished and Russia has de- 
vou weaker nations one by one. 
The overall strategy of the Soviet 
government is world conquest and 
you cant confer about that.

Constant Growth 


A stranger stepping into the 
home of a large family is baf- 
fled at the smoothness with which 
the household runs. Clothes are 
washed, tables set, meals cooked, 
babies dressed and fed, while the 
mother—cool and tranquil — pre- 
sides over the whole commune. 


“How do you do it?” the strang- 
er might ask. “If. I were in your 
place, 1 would surely lose my mind 
—or several of the children before 
the week was out!” 


The answer is simply that the 
growth of the family was organic 
in its way. If fourteen or sixteen 
children had been dumped into her 
lap at once, the mother herself 
might have ended in a nervous 
breakdown. But in the ordinary 
course of routine, she got first one

Finally, he 
had filled his orders, kept books on 
the thing, and answered the cor- 
respondence that resulted—all by 
himself, 

The Parish Monthly had been a 
step further along the line. But 
still it only meant that now he had 
a monthly deadline, considerably. 
more copy to edit and proof-read, 
more mail and more bookkeeping. 

It was after a four-year appren- 
ticeship with The Monthly that he 
launched Our Sunday Visitor. Of 
course, he was prepared to step up 
his activities, so that when his 
circulation began to skyrocket at 
the rate of 4,000 weekly, for two 
solid years, while he was pleasant- 
ly surprised, he was able to take it 
in stride.

A week 
or so later, he employed someone to 
put in charge of mailing; someone 
to take care of circulation; another 
of advertising—and so it went by 
easy stages. 

Since he had no money himself, 
but was heavily in debt on the 
score of his printing plant, his 
original promotion letter—the one 
that went out with a facsimile of 
The Menace—had asked pastors for 
payment in advance if that were at 
all possible. He wanted Our Sun- 
day Visitor to pay its own way. 

And it did—with a vengeance!

Instead, he has 
been content to get along with the 
thousands of his fellow priests in 
the diocesan priesthood, accepting 
the simple living provided by his 
parish and paying his personal ex- 
penses from his Mass stipends and 
the nominal salary he gets as a 
churchman.

In this same month, November 


| 1943, Roosevelt and Churchill met 


with Chiang Kai-shek at Cairo. 
They arranged the future of the 
East of Asia on a moral basis. 
These were their words: 

“The three Great Allies are 
fighting this war to restrain and 
punish the aggression of Japan. 
They covet no gain for themselves 
and have no thotght of territorial 
expansion. It is their purpose that 
Japan shall be stripped of all the 
islands in the Pacific, which she 
has seized or occupied sinee the 
beginning of the first World War 
in 1914, and that all the territories 
Japan has stolen from the Chinese, 
such as Manchuria, Formosa, and 
the Pescadores, shall be restored 
to the Republic of China. Japan 
will also be expelled from aill 
other territories which she has 
taken by violence and greed. The 
aforesaid three great powers, 
mindful of the enslavement of the 
people of Korea, are determined 
that in due course Korea shall be- 
come free and independent.” 

Five days later, Roosevelt and 
Churchill were in Teheran, discuss- 
ing these identical problems with 
Stalin. There they vitiated the five 
day old agreement with Chiang 
Kai-shek. But they never told the 
American people, or the British 
people or the Chinese people that 
the Cairo Declaration, which was 
issued simultaneously with the 
Teheran pronouncement, was al- 
ready a dead letter. They did not 
confess that they had lied to 
Chiang and that they had betrayed 
China as they had betrayed Poland. 
Chiang Kai-shek was not told until 
1945 that he had been tricked in 
1943. They told a lie, and that lie 
now plagues the Western World in 
the form of the Korean War. 
Nations, like men, must be 
guided by moral “principles. When 
statesmen bear false witness, when 
they betray millions of human be- 


day to day, the course of events 
exacts a bitter toll. 

I have heard men say that no 
other course could be pursued; 
that Stalin would have made a 
separate peace with Germany; 
that he never would have come 
into the Far Eastern War. 

In. the first place, he did not 
come into the Far Eastern War 
until it was won by the American 
Army, Navy, Airforce and Marine 
Corps. He came in less than a week 
before the peace, and after the 
Atom Bomb had been thrown on 
Hiroshima. 3 

What these good men say is that 
we were bribing Russia to stay in 
the war. They are saying that we 
submitted to blackmail. They are 
saying that we are degraded, And 
so Stalin has accepted that as a 
fact and he laid his plans aeccord- 
ingly. , 


Won't Admit Mistakes 


A retreat from a moral position 
weakens a nation even more than 
a defeat in battle. Once Roosévelt 
and Churchill exposed their weak- 
ness at Teheran; once they dis- 
closed to Stalin that they could be- 
tray such allies as Poland and 
China, he had only to push them 
from pillar to post. This he did at 
Yalta and Potsdam, always to his 
advantage. Roosevelt and Church- 
ill lacked the will to resist because 
they had foresaken the moral basis 
for resistance. 
This war in Korea is the inevit- 
able result of such conduct. When 
such Russians as Vyshinsky, Grom- 
yko and Malik speak of us con- 
temptuously on our own soil, they 
are continuing their experiences 
at Teheran, Yalta and Potsdam. 
And with good reason. For has 
not Dean Acheson, our Secretary 
of State, pursued the same policy 
with regard to Communist China? 
His entire activity in this respect 
jhas been a continuation of the 
Teheran doctrine.

Yet in today’s Gospel Our 
Lord said we must forgive a per- 
son who injures us “seventy times 
seven” times—in other words, as 
often as he repents. A husband 
who stays on the “straight and 
narrow” eight years has surely 
shown true repentance. 


The letter-writer’s case is very 
hopeful. Even if she has ulcers, her 
case may still remain hopeful. 
Sometimes a special milk diet is 
beneficial to the person with ulcers. 
In this case, frequent reception of 
the Blessed Sacrament may be the 
Mspecial diet necessary to cure lack 
of forgiveness and ill health re- 
‘sulting from disturbed emotions. 


Usually, lack of experience is at 
the bottom of such cases. Once a 
person has experienced the great 
surge of relief and the feeling of 
well-being that comes from com- 
pletely forgiving an erring friend 
or relative, he is most likely to re- 
member the joy of his experience 
and seek to know it again should 
the. opportunity arise. 


It is hard for human nature to 
forgive, but it is altogether pos- 
sible with the help of Divine Grace. 
Even a negative emotion like fear 
helps me to forgive—fear that God 
might be as reluctant to forgive 
me as my human nature without 
God’s help would be to forgive my 
fellow men. This is our prayer— 
that the unhappy woman who 
wrote may write — saying she 
has forgiven ..«. and been forgiven!

At this point one may 
woader why he is admonished to 
be so vigilant. The answer is 
presently forthcoming. 


It is St. Paul in the Epistle who 
replies: “For our wrestling is not 
against flesh and blood ... but 
against the rulers of the world of 
darkness, against the spirits of 
wickedness .. .” Not satisfied with 
telling only why we must be watch- 
ful, the great apostle gives us a 
sure method of success, one tried 
and found effective since the begin- 
ning of time. He says, “. . . take 
unto you the armor of God, that 
you may be able to resist in the 
evil day.” 

One cannot read these lines in 
today’s Mass without sensing their 
complete applicability to the pres- 
ent day. All who have studied the 
real issues closely, know that the 
present world crisis is, beneath the 
surface, not nation against na- 
tion but rather the forces of evil 
against the good; the powers of 
darkness against the Prince of 
Light. In that case arms and am- 
munition, tanks and planes, men 
and money will avail little unless 
backed up by the “armor of God.” 
It is God’s armor alone that will 
yield material armor its potency. 


The great warrior of God, St. 
Paul, continues, “. .. in all things 
take the shield of faith, where- 
with you may be able to extinguish 
all the fiery darts of the most 
wicked one.” Therein lies the cli- 
max of Paul’s magnetic epistle. 
He leaves no room for doubt; the 
“shield of faith” will definitely 
“extinguish” all the fiery darts of 
the enemy. Had mankind turned 
in Faith to God, the forces of evil 
prowling over the entire earth to- 
day would long ago have been 
vanquished.

It is God’s way of using, 
so to speak, a last resource in 
humbling His people to bring them 
once more to right reason in re- 
gard to things eternal, when they 
have rejected all the appeals of His 
goodness. 
Everyone wishes world condi- 
tions were adjusted; everyone 
looks for real genuine peace. Yet 
some do not realize that they are 
not doing their part thereto. The 
family is the foundation of the 
nation. 

For peace in the world, the world 
must turn back again to God; for 
peace in the nation, the nation 
must return to God. This ultimate- 
ly redounds to the family. When 
the family has truly and contritely 
turned to the Creator—then, and 
only then, can one expect peace 
in the nation and in the world. 
Too often one is inclined to 
think, “Let my neighbor do it; 
he has more time than 1.” And 
so the fateful chain grows. It is 
high-time each one starts in his 
own family a program of prayer 
and penance, a program of repara- 
tion to the already too-much of- 
fended, God. 


Nocturnal Adoration 


For several decades the saintly 
priest, Father Mateo, has been 
preaching nocturnal adoration in 
the home. Yet, to date, many 


have not heard of it! Still fewer 
practice it! This excellent devotion 
at once combines prayer with pen- 
ance as an offering of reparation 
to the Sacred Heart. Many peo- 
ple could not arise during the 
night to keep an hour of adoration 
before the Blessed Sacrament in 
the Tabernacle. Yet, they could 
arise and, kneeling before the liv- 
ing-room statue or picture of the 
Sacred Heart, spend an hour in de- 
vout prayer for peace, in théir 
own homes. 


If you are not already a noc- 
turnal adorer, begin at once. De- 
cide upon one night a week, or one 
night a month; choose the hour 
when you will arise to pray; and 
then adhere to it faithfully. Mem- 
bers of the family could choose 
consecutive hours on the same 
night, each one thereafter awak- 
ening the next one or two, as the 
case may be. 


Spread the devotion among your 
friends, neighbors and parishion- 
ers. What power would be exerted 
before the throne of God if in ev- 
ery parish, every night, there was 
an uninterrupted prayer ascending 
from one or two members thereof? 
That would be a powerful) method 
of wielding, as St. Paul puts it, 
the “sword of the Spirit” which 
will give potency to material ar- 
mor. Of old, the Jews were vic- 
torious in battle only so long as 
the arms of Moses remained ex- 
tended upward in prayer. Who 
is there who would refuse a weekly 
nocturnal hour to support the boys 
at the front!

Notre Dame, Ind., Oct. 20 — A 
new program for the training of 
candidates for the Priesthood in 
the Congregation of Holy Cross 
has been inaugurated at the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame. 

Twenty-six young men of college 
age from all parts of the United 
States, pioneers in this plan, have 
taken over one of the floors of 
St. Edward’s residence hall on the 
campus, which has been set up as 
a “branch” of Holy Cross Semi- 
nary. Holy Cross Seminary, also 
on the Notre Dame campus, now is 
reserved exclusively for high 
school seminarians. 

While living outwardly as re- 
gular Notre Dame students, the 
twenty-six are attending Seminary 
classes and are preparing for entry 
into Sacred Heart Novitate in 
South Bend next August. Although 
their activities are restricted to 
some extent, in most ways these 
seminarians are indistinguishable 
from their companions who are 
studying to be lawyers, doctors and 
business men.
